Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1956. 

The  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  in  accordance  with 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  19/56  dated  11th  December,  1956. 

An  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  during  the  year,  especially 
in  the  age  group  of  children  5-10  years.  In  all  106  cases  were  notified. 

The  term  “scarlet  fever”  is  unsatisfactory,  as  nowadays  most  cases 
are  of  a mild  nature  and  better  described  as  a sore  throat  with  a rash. 
Most  cases  are  now  nursed  at  home  and  only  sent  to  hospital  if  social 
conditions  do  not  allow  of  this.  The  danger  of  complications  arising 
later  cannot,  however,  be  discounted  and  several  cases  of  nephritis 
have  occurred. 

Two  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  were  notified  from  Kettering 
General  Hospital.  In  neither  cases  were  they  Kettering  residents. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  scheme  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  of 
children  was  adopted  by  the  County  Health  Committee  during  the 
year,  and  although  it  is  too  early  to  assess  results  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  crippling  affliction  of  children  and  young  adults  will  be  brought 
under  control. 

Clearance  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  has  proceeded 
smoothly  during  the  year  and  of  the  original  two  hundred  houses 
proposed  to  be  dealt  with  over  a five  year  period  commencing  in 
September,  1955,  78  were  officially  represented,  all  being  confirmed 
by  the  Ministry  with  the  exception  of  one  confirmation  which  was 
pending  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  number  of  persons  rehoused  was 
only  35  up  to  this  time,  but  I am  confident  that  this  rate  will  be  in- 
creased as  clearance  proceeds.  Most  young  families  are  only  too  eager 
to  move  to  more  healthy  surroundings  and  the  benefits  are  often 
obvious  when  children  are  seen  at  subsequent  school  health  exam- 
inations. 

On  the  other  hand  some  of  the  old  folk  show  a natural  reluctance 
to  leave  behind  the  local  ties  and  familiar  faces  of  a lifetime  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  the  Housing  Department  is  helpful  in  con- 
sidering such  cases. 
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Public  Health  Inspectorate. 

A point  of  historical  interest  to  the  Public  Health  Service  occurred 
during  the  year  with  The  Sanitary  Inspectors’  (Change  of  Designation) 
Act,  1956.  Now  designated  as  Public  Health  Inspectors,  the  wider 
aspect  of  the  duties  of  these  officers  is  recognised. 

Much  of  the  Inspectors’  time  has  gone  towards  implementing 
firmly,  but  fairly,  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  and  improve- 
ments in  food  premises  and  hygiene  service  to  the  public  are  more 
noticeable. 

Conclusion. 

Liaison  with  the  local  general  practitioners,  specialists  and  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  continues  to  be  good  and  I should 
like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  this,  for  without  such  co-operation 
it  is  difficult  for  the  community  to  receive  locally  the  full  benefits  of 
the  social,  medical  and  sanitary  services  available. 

Finally  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal 
and  efficient  service  throughout  the  year  and  would  like  to  record  that 
after  31  years  as  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  H.  E.  Deuce  retired  on 
31st  August.

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I.  STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Population.  (Table  1,  page  29).  The  Registrar- General’s  estimate 
of  the  resident  population  for  the  mid  year  1956  is  36,990  and  the  vital 
statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  figure. 

The  population  at  the  1951  census  was  36,817. 


Births.  (Tables  1 and  2,  page  29).  Five  hundred  and  ten  live 
births  (255  males  and  255  females)  were  registered.  This  gives  a crude 
birth-rate  of  13.79  per  thousand  of  the  total  population,  compared  with 
13.34  in  1955.  The  corrected  birth-rate,  i.e.,  that  rate  which  would 
be  arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  this 
district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales, 
is  14.89  compared  with  15.7  for  England  and  Wales.  Eighteen  births 
were  illegitimate,  9 males  and  9 females. 

There  were  9 still  births-(8  males  and  1 female).  This  gives  a 
still-birth  rate  of  17.34  per  1,000  total  births  and  0.24  per  1,000  popu- 
lation. 

The  Registrar- General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  birth-rate  is  1.08. 

Deaths.  (Tables  1 and  3,  page  29  and  Table  6 page  31).  Four 
hundred  and  forty-three  deaths  were  registered  of  which  239  were 
males  and  204  females.  Twenty-four  residents  died  outside  the  Borough 
and  209  non-residents  died  within  the  Borough.  The  crude  death-rate 
is  therefore  11.98  compared  with  11.67  in  1955.  The  corrected  death- 
rate,  i.e.,  the  rate  which  would  be  arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  con- 
stitution of  the  population  of  this  district  was  in  the  same  proportion 
as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales,  is  11.38  compared  with  11.7  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  Registrar- General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  death-rate  is  0.95. 

Table  22,  page  49  gives  details  of  the  deaths  from  cancer  since 
1946. 

Maternal  Mortality.  (Table  4,  page  30).  It  is  very  gratifying  to 
report  that  for  the  fourteenth  successive  year  there  has  been  no  maternal 
death  in  the  Borough. 


Infant  Mortality.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  which  is  the  death- 
rate  of  children  under  1 year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births,  is  shown  in 
Table  5,  page  30,  in  comparison  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  In 
considering  the  rate  for  Kettering,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  on 
account  of  the  annual  number  of  live  births  being  only  approximately 
500,  each  infantile  death  shows  as  approximately  2 in  the  infant  mor- 
tality rate  which  is  calculated  per  1,000  live  births.  Table  7,  page  32 
shows  the  causes  of  deaths  of  infants. 
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State  of  Employment.  The  Kettering  Employment  Exchange 
covers  the  Borough  of  Kettering,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Burton 
Latimer,  Desborough  and  Rothwell  and  a number  of  villages  in  the 
Kettering  Rural  District,  and  the  following  statistics  therefore  refer  to 
the  whole  of  the  Exchange  area.

Of  these,  16  men  and  1 woman  are  registered  as  disabled  persons. 

The  principal  trades  for  which  there  were  vacancies  for  men 
were  : agriculture,  iron  ore  quarrying,  concrete  roof  tile  manufacture, 
blast  furnaces,  foundries  (iron  and  aluminium),  engineering  (mech- 
anical), motor  repairing,  leather  dressing,  boot  and  shoe  manufacture, 
wood  last  manufacture,  building  and  civil  engineering,  gas  under- 
takings, road  and  rail  transport,  road  maintenance  (local  authorities), 
distributive  trades,  cereal  manufacture,  and  for  women  : clothing 
manufacture,  boot  and  shoe  manufacture,  cereal  manufacture,  corset 
manufacture,  cardboard  box  making,  printing  and  binding,  distributive 
trades,  hospital  and  nursing  services,  hotel  and  catering  trades  and 
private  domestic  service,  plastic  goods  manufacture. 

A little  under  employment  has  been  experienced  in  Boot  and 
Shoe  and  Clothing  Manufacture,  otherwise  full  employment  in  the 
area  has  continued.  A large  number  of  vacancies  were  outstanding  for 
both  men  and  women,  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  vacancies  for 
unskilled  workers  showed  a considerable  reduction. 

Meteorology.  (Table  8,  page  32).  This  information  is  included 
in  this  report  for  the  third  time  and  comparable  figures  for  last  year 
are  shown.  The  total  recorded  rainfall  for  the  year  was  24.55  inches 
compared  with  21.8  inches  in  1955  and  33.33  inches  in  1954.  The 
wettest  month  was  August  and  the  driest  May.  The  heaviest  recorded 
rainfall  in  24  hours  was  1.02  inches  on  3rd  August.  No  rainfall  was 
recorded  on  161  days  as  compared  with  199  days  in  1955. 

The  highest  temperature  recorded  was  80°F.  on  25th  and  26th 
July,  and  the  lowest  13°F.  on  4th  February.

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Health  Education.  The  Local  Government  Exhibition  held 
from  17th — 31st  March,  1956,  gave  a very  useful  opportunity  for 
Health  Education  and  in  addition  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  display  stand  which  housed  live  mice  and  rats, 
the  Department’s  stand  showed  a diagram  illustrating  the  chain  of 
administration  in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  ; a food  hygiene 
section  incorporating  pictures  of  ideal  food  premises  and  food  handling 
methods  ; specimens  of  diseased  meat  and  a laboratory  display  to 
indicate  the  growth  of  germs  from  unwashed  hands  and  from  infected 
foods  ; and  pictures  taken  in  a northern  town  of  unfit  houses  which 
would  be  dealt  with  under  a clearance  programme,  showing  some 
areas  which  had  been  redeveloped. 

Copies  of  “Better  Health ” and  various  pamphlets  were  distributed 
from  the  stand. 
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III.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Water.  The  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board,  which  was 
formed  on  1st  July,  1949,  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  water 
supplies  to  the  Borough  of  Kettering. 

The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  that  Board  has  very  kindly  supplied 
the  following  information  : — 

“The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  Borough  of  Kettering 
was  from  Cransley,  438,554,000  gallons  and  from  Corby,  32,612,000 
gallons  making  in  all  471,166,000  gallons  or  a daily  average  of  1,291,000 
gallons.

The  characteristics  of  the  water  are  the  same  as  those  shown  in 
copies  of  the  chemical  analyses  previously  supplied. 

The  Works  at  Pitsford  were  inaugurated  by  Her  Majesty  Queen 
Elizabeth,  The  Queen  Mother,  on  25th  October,  1956. 

The  works  were  brought  into  supply  early  in  December,  the  water 
being  filtered  and  sterilised,  but  not  yet  softened. 

The  storage  at  the  reservoir  at  the  end  of  December  was  2,700 
million  gallons  out  of  a maximum  of  3,860  million  gallons.  (Compare 
with  the  maximum  storage  at  Cransley  of  160  million  gallons,  and  at 
Thorpe  Malsor  of  130  million  gallons). 

Kettering  is  now  supplied  with  water  from  Pitsford  reservoir  and 
Cransley  only.” 

Well  WTater.  During  the  year  the  town’s  water  supply  was  laid 
on  to  one  house  and  one  factory.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage.  During  the  year  87  connections  were 
made  to  the  Barton  Seagrave  sewers.  The  total  number  of  old  houses 
in  Barton  Seagrave  originally  drained  by  cesspool  was  273  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  only  20  of  these  houses  were  so  drained. 

Foul  and  surface  water  sewers  on  the  Windmill  Avenue  Housing 
Estate  were  laid  and  connections  continue  to  be  made  as  new  houses  - 
and  flats  are  erected. 

A new  foul  sewer  was  laid  to  provide  drainage  facilities  for  17 
properties  in  Windmill  Avenue  and  all  but  one  of  these  properties 
have  been  connected  thereto. 

Connections  to  the  Pytchley  Road  Housing  Estate  continue  to  be 
made  as  new  houses  and  flats  are  erected. 

Foul  and  surface  water  sewers  have  been  laid  on  a privately 
developed  estate  in  Folwell  Lane  and  connections  to  these  sewers 
are  in  progress. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-one  cesspool  emptyings  have  been 
carried  out  in  the  Borough  and  17  outside  the  Borough.  One  hundred 
and  fifty-nine  catchpits  have  also  been  emptied. 

The  Corporation’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Finedon  has  given 
satisfaction  throughout  the  year. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  Rivers  and  streams  generally  have  been 
watched  for  possible  pollution. 

Public  Cleansing.  Refuse  collection  and  disposal,  scavenging 
and  the  cleansing  of  streets  and  street  gullies  has  proceeded  satisfac- 
torily throughout  the  year. 

Care  has  been  taken  to  ensure  that  the  normal  requirements  of 
controlled  refuse  tipping  are  complied  with  at  the  London  Road  Tip 
and  at  Cherry  Hall.  An  outbreak  of  crickets  at  the  London  Road  Tip 
was  effectively  dealt  with  during  the  summer. 

The  incinerator  at  the  Corporation  Depot,  Northfield  Avenue, 
continues  to  give  good  service. 

Private  Street  Works.  During  the  year  part  of  Scott  Road  and 
a section  of  Cowper  Street  from  Britannia  Road  to  Reservoir  Road 
were  made  up  under  the  Private  Street  Works  Act,  1892. 

District  Inspection.  The  work  of  the  public  health  inspectors 
is  summarised  in  table  9 page  33.  Three  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-one  inspections  and  visits  were  made  during  1956. 
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Closet  Accommodation.  The  following  table  indicates  the 
premises  which  are  not  at  present  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers  :

Table  12,  page  36  gives  particulars  of  premises  on 
the  register  and  work  done  under  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service. 


Camping  Sites.  No  sites  in  the  area  were  used  for  holiday 
camping  purposes  during  1956. 

The  Northampton  Road  site  which  is  used  by  travelling  Fairs 
was  kept  under  sanitary  supervision  during  the  time  it  was  used. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  The  Council’s  Open  Air  Bath 
was  used  by  12,340  persons  compared  with  34,401  during  the  previous 
year. 

The  attendance  at  the  Council’s  Covered  Swimming  Bath  was 
73,428,  including  12,626  from  schools,  as  compared  with  69,721  and 
10,539  respectively  for  1955. 

The  Slipper  Baths  were  used  by  22,701  as  compared  with  23,739 
in  the  previous  year. 

Four  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  Council’s  Swimming 
Baths  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  very  satis- 
factory reports  thereon  were  received. 

Seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  Wicksteed  Park 
Children’s  Bathing  and  Paddling  Pools  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Two  specimens  showed  unsatisfactory  count  but  no 
faecal  pollution.  Very  satisfactory  reports  were  received  in  respect  of 
the  other  five  samples. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  (Table  10,  page 
35).  During  the  year  240  applications  for  the  services  of  the  Rodent 
Operative  were  received.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  occupiers  of 
premises  where  infestations  exist  or  are  suspected,  continue  to  seek 
the  early  assistance  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  by  so  doing 
enable  any  infestations  to  be  quickly  eradicated. 
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Three  major  rat  infestations  were  found  and  dealt  with.  Despite 
being  under  constant  supervision  one  of  the  major  infestations  occurred 
at  a refuse  tip.  The  others  occurred  on  the  outskirts  of  the  district. 
Prompt  treatment  quickly  removed  the  infestations. 

Seven  infestations  by  rats  and  one  by  mice  were  dealt  with  at 
food  premises. 

Three  infestations  occurred  through  defective  sewers  and  drains 
and  upon  the  necessary  repairs  being  executed  no  more  rats  have  been 
seen  at  the  premises  involved. 
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IV.  HOUSING 


Individual  Unfit  Houses.  Table  13,  page  37  shows  the  houses 
which  have  been  officially  represented  as  unfit  under  Section  1 1 of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936,  and  for  which  undertakings  have  been  accepted 
that  they  will  not  be  let  for  human  habitation.  No  individual  houses 
were  so  represented  during  the  year  1956. 

Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses.  Table  15,  page  39  shows  the  posi- 
tion as  at  the  31st  December,  1956  of  the  houses  in  Clearance  Areas 
which  were  officially  represented  during  1955  and  Table  16,  page  40 
shows  those  houses  which  were  represented  during  1956  for  inclusion 
in  Clearance  Areas. 

The  original  estimate  of  the  number  of  houses  to  be  dealt  with  in 
the  five  year  programme,  in  accordance  with  Circular  55/54  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  was  200  and  of  this 
number  a total  of  78  had  been  represented  by  the  end  of  1956. 

Repairs  to  Property.  Table  17,  page  41  gives  details  of  the 
work  of  the  public  health  inspectors  in  this  connection.  Two  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  informal  notices  (including  103  verbal  notices)  were 
served  and  three  statutory  notices  under  Section  93  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936.  One  hundred  and  twelve  informal  notices  were 
outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954.  Eighteen  certificates 
of  disrepair  were  issued  in  1956  under  Section  26(1)  of  this  Act.  Four 
applications  were  granted  for  the  revocation  of  such  certificates  after 
the  necessary  works  had  been  completed. 

Improvement  Grants.  Improvement  Grants  under  Section  20 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  were  made  in  respect  of  88  dwelling-houses 
of  which  only  five  were  rented,  the  others  being  in  owner-occupation. 
It  appears  that  landlords  are  unwilling  to  take  advantage  of  this  scheme, 
possibly  due  to  the  present  restricted  rents. 


Overcrowding.  One  new  case  of  overcrowding  was  reported 
during  the  year  and  ten  cases  were  relieved  during  the  year,  leaving 
four  dwellings,  housing  six  families  comprising  twenty-nine  persons 
living  in  overcrowded  conditions  at  the  end  of  1956.  In  all  cases  the 
overcrowding  is  slight  when  measured  by  the  standards  of  Section  58 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.

Seven  samples  of  milk  (tuberculin-tested)  were  submitted  for 

microscopical  and  biological  examination  for  tubercle  bacilli  and 
negative  results  were  obtained. 

Ice-Cream.  Twelve  samples  of  ice-cream  and  one  ice-lolly 
were  taken  from  six  producers  or  retailers  in  accordance  with  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Ten  of  the  samples  were  reported  to  be  grade  1 
(Satisfactory)  and  two  as  grade  2 (Fair).  The  ice  lolly  was  also  reported 
as  being  satisfactory. 

Meat  and  other  Foods.  There  were  three  licensed  slaughter- 
houses in  use  during  the  year. 

As  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1954,  the  practice  has  con- 
tinued whereby  a number  of  the  butchers  purchase  their  requirements 
from  wholesalers  outside  the  Borough  and  a local  wholesaler,  in  addition 
to  having  a large  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  town,  has  also 
imported  a considerable  quantity  of  meat  from  Eire  which  was  distri- 
buted inside,  but  principally  outside  the  district,. 

The  number  of  carcases  examined  was  22,206  (3,845  cattle,  231 
calves,  11,009  pigs  and  7,121  sheep  and  lambs)  compared  with  20,135 
carcases  (2,117  cattle,  197  calves,  11,624  pigs  and  6,197  sheep  and 
lambs)  in  1955. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty-three  visits  were  made  to  slaughter- 
houses and  43  visits  were  made  to  the  Cattle  and  General  Markets. 
Inspection  of  meat  vehicles  operating  in  the  Borough  was  undertaken 
from  time  to  time. 
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Twenty-six  slaughtermen  were  licensed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts,  1933  and  1954.  No 
contraventions  of  these  acts  were  found. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Hudson,  m.r.c.v.s.,  the  local  Veterinary  Inspector  for 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  attends  the  Cattle 
Market  each  week  to  deal  with  any  case  coming  within  the  purview  of 
the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts,  1894-1935. 

As  a result  of  visits  being  made  to  slaughterhouses  it  was  found 
necessary  to  condemn  17  tons,  4 cwts.,  2 qrs.,  J lb.  of  meat  and  offals 
as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Other  food  materials  weighing 
2 tons,  16  cwts.,  3 qrs.,  7f  lbs.  were  condemned  as  a result  of  visits  to 
premises  where  food  was  stored,  prepared  or  sold.  Four  hundred  and 
fourteen  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  home  killed  meat  and 
offals  and  in  addition  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine  certificates  were 
issued  to  traders  to  enable  them  to  obtain  compensation  is  respect  of 
unfit  foods. 

Cysticercus  Bovis.  Three  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were 
detected  in  the  carcases  examined. 

Disposal  of  condemned  food.  The  arrangement  made  with 
members  of  the  trade  whereby  all  condemned  carcase  meat  and  offals 
is  received  by  a fat  and  tallow  merchant  in  Northampton  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily. 

Other  condemned  foods  continue  to  be  buried  in  the  Council’s 
refuse  tip,  all  tins  being  punctured  before  burial. 

Bakehouses.  Twenty- two  visits  were  made  to  bakehouses, 
which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Fried  Fish  Shops.  Twenty  visits  were  made  to  these  premises, 
which  were  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
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VI.  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


Table  21,  page  48,  shows  the  age  groups  of  the  various  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever.  One  hundred  and  six  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were 
notified.  The  attack  rate  for  the  Borough  of  Kettering  was  therefore 
2.87.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Pneumonia.  Twenty-six  cases  of  primary  or  post-influenzal 
pneumonia  were  notified.  The  attack  rate  for  Kettering  was  0.70. 
Eighteen  deaths  were  ascribed  to  pneumonia,  the  figures  for  the 
previous  year  being  38  cases  notified  and  13  deaths  attributed  to 
pneumonia  (all  forms). 

Erysipelas.  Ten  cases  were  notified,  giving  a local  attack  rate 
of  0.27. 

Whooping  Cough.  Seven  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified. 
The  attack  rate  was  0.19.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Measles.  Three  hundred  and  three  notifications  of  measles  were 
received.  The  local  attack  rate  was  8.19.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Meningococcal  Infection.  Two  notifications  were  received. 

Enteric  Fever.  No  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  were  notified. 

Dysentery.  Forty  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  notified.  There 
were  no  deaths. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  Two  “paralytic”  cases  were  notified, 
neither  were  Kettering  residents,  but  were  notified  from  Kettering 
General  Hospital. 

Infectious  Hepatitis.  Four  notifications  of  infectious  hepatitis 
were  received,  as  compared  with  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight 
cases  notified  in  1955. 

Food  Poisoning.  Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified 
and  were  confirmed  due  to  salmonella  enteriditis. 

Scabies.  Eight  cases  of  scabies  were  treated,  the  patients  being 
given  16  baths  followed  by  treatment  with  benzylbenzoate  emulsion. 
Four  patients  were  adults  and  two  were  children. 
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Cancer.  The  deaths  from  cancer  show  no  appreciable  change 
from  previous  years,  as  shown  in  Table  22,  page  49. 

Disinfecting  and  Cleansing  Station.  The  eight  cases  of 
scabies  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph  were  dealt  with  at  the 
disinfecting  and  cleansing  station.  Four  hundred  and  fifty  articles  of 
clothing  and  bedding  were  disinfected  by  steam  or  hot  air,  a decrease 
of  74  on  the  figure  for  1955  and  501  on  the  figure  for  1954.  Two  hundred 
and  nineteen  articles  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owners.  Two 
hundred  and  eighty-six  rooms  were  disinfected. 

The  site  of  the  present  Disinfecting  and  Cleansing  Station  is  in 
the  middle  of  property  now  owned  by  the  East  Midlands  Electricity 
Board  who  wish  to  take  over  this  island  site  for  their  own  use  and 
pending  the  decision  of  the  Council  regarding  the  provision  of  a new 
Disinfecting  Station,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Kettering 
and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee  for  steam  disinfection 
of  bedding  etc.,  to  be  carried  out  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  for  a trial 
period  of  one  year,  commencing  on  1st  January,  1957. 


ANTI-TOXIN,  ETC. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  hospital  manage- 
ment committees  are  responsible  for  making  anti-toxin  available  to 
doctors. 

Medical  practitioners  may  obtain  supply  of  calf  lymph,  diphtheria 
prophylactic  and  anti-diphtheria  serum  from  Kettering  General 
Hospital  pathological  laboratory. 

Whooping  cough  vaccine  and  combined  diphtheria  and  pertussis 
prophylactic  is  available  free  to  medical  practitioners  who  may  obtain 
supplies  from  the  County  Health  Department,  Northampton. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  a publicity  campaign  for 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  was  held  and  posters  were  displayed  on 
Council  and  other  vehicles. 

The  following  figures,  kindly  supplied  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  show  the  position  in  Kettering,  and  indicate  the 
number  of  children  who  have  been  immunised  during  the  year  in

It  is  necessary  for  each  child  who  has  been  immunised  in  infancy 
to  receive  a re-inforcing  dose  of  prophylactic  at  the  age  of  4 — 5 years 
and  again  about  the  eighth  birthday.

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VII.  TUBERCULOSIS 


The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board,  through  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis  and  the  Northamptonshire  County  Council 
is  responsible  for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  three  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1956.  In  1955  the  figures 
were  13  and  4 respectively.  The  Registrar- General  returns  the  number 
of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  as  : pulmonary  4,  non-pulmonary  1.  In 
1955  the  figures  given  by  the  Registrar- General  were  4 and  Nil. 

Table  23,  on  page  50,  shows  the  age  groups  of  both  the  new  cases 
and  the  deaths. 

There  continues  to  be  very  little  delay  before  notified  cases  are 
admitted  to  a sanatorium. 

Four  houses  were  allocated  to  tuberculous  families  during  the  year. 

The  Kettering  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  undertakes  the  care 
and  after-care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  gives  valuable 
assistance  to  patients  and  their  families,  by  the  provision  of  milk, 
groceries,  etc.,  to  suitable  cases. 

It  is  regretted  that  statistics  relating  to  B.C.G.  vaccination  of 
Kettering  children  are  not  available. 
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VIII.  WELFARE 


National  Assistance  Act,  1947,  Section  47,  Persons  in  need 
of  Care  and  Attention.  Several  visits  were  paid  to  persons  who 
came  under  notice  during  the  year  but  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any 
action  under  this  Section  of  the  Act. 

Welfare  of  the  Aged.  The  work  of  the  Kettering  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Association  is  described  by  their  Honorary  Secretary,  Mrs. 
D.  Stirling,  as  follows  : — 

“During  the  year  over  1,000  patients  had  treatment  under  the 
Chiropody  Service. 

There  were  two  distributions  of  coal — one  of  2 cwts.  per  person 
and  one  of  3 cwts.  per  person  to  about  85  old  people  in  need  and 
living  alone. 

Many  old  people  were  visited  by  our  representatives  during 
the  year. 

We  have  found  it  increasingly  difficult  to  carry  on  the  work  due 
to  lack  of  helpers  but  recently  we  advertised  in  the  press  and  there 
was  quite  a good  response.  We  are  now  in  the  process  of  building  up 
the  organisation  and  hope  that  many  more  old  people  will  be  visited 
in  future.” 

The  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs  organised  under  the  auspices  of  the 
W.V.S.  continue  to  prove  very  popular  and  during  the  year  a third 
club  was  opened  and  the  total  number  of  members  of  the  three  clubs 
then  became  approximately  400.  Each  club  meets  once  a week  for  a 
social  afternoon.  Holidays,  outings  and  other  social  activities  are 
arranged  for  the  members.

Examination  of  Employees.  Five  males  and  five  females  were 
medically  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  all  were 
considered  fit  for  employment  in  the  Council’s  service. 

Cremation.  Nine  hundred  and  twenty-seven  cremations  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  at  the  Kettering  Crematorium,  and  of  this 
number  only  230  were  Kettering  residents. 

On  four  occasions  it  was  necessary  for  the  Medical  Referee  to 
enlist  the  services  of  the  Pathologist  appointed  by  the  Council  in 
pursuance  of  the  Cremation  Regulations,  1930.
